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Emergency May Demand 
Air Raid Precautions 
Says Fire Chief Ferris 


“We may never witness an air 
raid” said Fire Chief Herbert 
Ferris of Greenfield at the large- 
ly attended meeting held under 
the auspices of the local Defense 
committee at the Town hall last 
Friday evening, but he continued 
“that we thould be fully prepared 
for the emergency should it 
come”. He then went on to give 
full and complete information af- 
ter being introduced by Chairman 
George McEwan of the commit- 
tee. ; 
There are many steps that can 
be taken about the home and 
premises of our citizens, in stores 
amd industrial establishments that 
will be of aid to our people and 
minimize the results of an air 
raid, which is to be feared more 
than anything ele. It is quite 
necessary that all our citizens co- 
operate in the defense measures 
and that they possess all the neces- 
sary information regarding their 
conduct and behaviour. All civil- 
iana should be enrolled in the pro- 
tection army. Everyone should 
know how to handle any kind of a 
bomb, what to do in case fire 
results, and how to act when first 
aid is necessary. 

It is important to know jusf 
what, steps are important in the 
care of human life and how to act. 
Keep cool and don’t get excited 
and contain yourself: Pails of 
water, of sand and an ax, shovel, 
hoe, rakes etc. should always be 
kept handy. In case of an order- 
ed blackout, it is well for our 
citizens to. understand the siren 
signals, and to be ready to darken 
their windows without any light 
in evidence. 

There is much to know how to 
be a good civilian in matters of 
defense. Many first aid classes 
have been held here with satis- 
factory results and other classes 
are being arranged. The Press 
will announce all details of the 
events arranged by the local de- 
fense committee as soon as they 
are formulated. The attendance 
at last Fridays meeting is evidence 
that Our citizens are Interested. 


Many Scan The Skies 


If any proof is needed of the
